Sunday,  July  14 
Chahot.  Your  committee  had 
for  a  c  mfiderable  time  been  told 
that  a  deep  plot  was  to  a<  company 
tlie  fate  of  July  14.

1  he  Convention  decreed,  on 
the  report  of  St.  Andre.  That  all 
pe«ibns,  w  ho  in  the  army  on  the 
coalt  of  Rochelie  fhould  have  put 
a  lighted  match  under  caiiibns,  to 
blow  them  up,  and  at  the  fame 
time  giving  a  fignpl  to  the  enemy, 
as  well  as  thofe  v/ho  Uipulp  be 
found  §mlty  of  robberies  coinmit- 
ted  againft  fuch  citizens  as  were 
firmly  attached  to  the  republic, 
mould  be  ihot  without  exception. 
The  fame  pimifhinent  was  dec:  ee  l 
againft  every  batman  w  ho  fliordd 
be  convicted  of  having  (led  with 
his  hones,  and  left  his  waggon 
loaded  with  provifioos,  ammuniti- 
on, &c.  &c. 

On  the  refufal  of  Gen  Gudin, 
to  accept  the  command  of  the  ar- 
my on  the  coaft  of  llochelle,  citi- 
zen Roifignal  was  appointed  com- 
mander in  chief  of  his  armies. 

The  Convention  decreed  pain 
of  death  againft  every  foldier  who

LONDON,  July  25. 
VIOLATION 
Againft  the  perlbn  of  the  King, 
and  arreftation  of  nine  represen- 
tatives, of  the  people  of  Poland. 
A  letter  from  Grodno,  of  the 
28th  of  June,  gives  us  the  follow- 
in^  inteiefting  account  of  what 
had  happened  in  the  diet: 

COunt  de  Sievers,  the  Ruffian 
mininer,  infiiled  that  the  king 
\and  the  nation,  aflenible'd  in  a  di- 
tt,  ihouldlign  the  act  of  acceilion 
to.  the  new  partition  of  Poland, 
part  of  which  Was  already  inipof- 
feirion  of  her  majelly,  the  emprefs 
of  kttffia. 

Many  difficulties  arofe  on  that 
fubjeel,  oil  which  Count  Sieveis 
attempted  to  crofs  the  hall,  in  or- 
der to  ipeak  to  his  majefty,  a 
great  number  of  nuncios  obferved 
to  him,  that  according  to  tlie  laws 
of  that  kingdom,  no  foreign  Mi- 
nifter  is  allowed  to  addrefi  the 
king  in  the  diet,  without  fpecial 
pet  million.  But  Count  Sievers, 
difegarding  this  admonition, 
found  means  to  penetrate  through 
fpite  of  their  oppo- 


•     .  ,        .  the  nuncios  i^ 

Read  alfo  a  letter  from  Gen.  La  ^fuioB,  and  to  wbTper  a  few  words 
to  his  majelcy. 

The  Kinganfwercd  in  a  lound 
voice  : 

"  The  Ruffians,  indeed,  had  the., 
power  in  their  hands  to  do  what 
they  pleafed  ;  his  majefty  was  un- 
able 10  refill  their  forces  ;  and  if 
Ruffia  mould  think  fir.  to  take  a- 
way  the  crown  from  him,  he  thould 
undoubtedly  he  obliged  to  fubmit. 
Rut  nothing  on  earth  lhail  prove 
capable  of  inducing  him  to  fign 
that  a/t  of  coh'fent  to  the  new 
difmemberment  of  his  unhappy 
country."
